L ONDON, May 17 0>.—Sir Thomas Inskip, Minister 
for Defence Co-ordination, tonight stated the per¬ 
sonnel of factories manufacturing airplanes for the 
Royal Air Force was increasing at the rate of 1.500 to 
2,000 e month. Defending Viscount Swinton’a “stupe** 
dous” labors in a speech to an Air League dinner. Sir 
Thomas said the number of workers in shadow factories 
had increased fifteen-fold in the past nine months. 

The figure of 3,500 first-line planes, set for realization 
by April, 1940, “may not be the limit of what we must one 
day reach,'* Sir Thomas said.

Two oolumns of Japanese infantry 
were reported only five miles west 
and south of the strategic railway 
Junction, ready to advance as soon 
as artillery fire breached Its defences. 

Prom low mountains to the south¬ 
west. big guns hammered the walls 
of th* besieged city, which was the 
bane of the Chinese army of 400,000 
defending the vital east central 
front. 

Casualties among Chinese troops 
crowding the city were believed to 
have been heavy. 

Japanese declared their air bombs, 
shells and tanks were pounding 
Chinese Into a state of “pitiful con¬ 
fusion “ Japanese warplane were 
said to be machine-gunning fleeing 
Chinese, who broke up into small 
detachments to slip through Japa¬ 
nese units virtually encircling the 
area. 

Chinese were said to be retreating 
in complete disorder, and Japanese 
commanders predicted th* fall of 
Suchow within twenty-four hours 

Prom Chinese quarters, however, 
came assertions that the situation at 
Suchow was serious, but not critical, 
with Chinese *6lumns taking posi¬ 
tions against what were termed 
raiding expeditions" against the 
Lunghal Railroad west of Suchow.

The Issue in the present by-election, 
he said, was whether or not the 
ratepayers wanted their rights 
filched away by other bodies. 

Mr. Lynn alleged that the Saan¬ 
ich Board of Trade was not Inter¬ 
ested in the school system other 
than to evade a fair share of the 
cost of education, but was endeavor¬ 
ing to dictate' the policy of the 
council. The council candidates 
were honest and sincere men. but 
councillors on a school board were 
an Impossibility unless there was 
change in the School Act, the 
speaker contended. He emphasized,

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PARITY IN THE AIM 

The chAnge In the direction of Oreat Britain’s 
Air Ministry, by which Sir Kingsley Wood re¬ 
places Viscount 8wlnton, is due to a belief that 
tha aim of parity in the air with Any other 
Power is not being achieved. This was ac¬ 
knowledged to be the goal four years ago when 
Lord Baldwin (then Mr. Baldwin) said: “The 
National Government will see to it that in air 
strength and air power this country shall no 
longer be in a position inferior to any country 
within striking distance of our shores.” Some 
months later The then Prime Minister said: 
“His Majesty’s Government are determined in no 
conditions to accept any position of inferiority 
with regard to what Air force may be raised in 
Germany in the future.” 

What has happened is that Great. Britain has 
not got parity. It has to face this truth, and in 
facing it thera has been a shake-up in the 
Air Ministry which indicates thera will be a 
broad change in the basis of the methods em 
ployed to build up air strength. As matters 
stand, Germany has double the number of 
Great Britain's Arst-Une machines. There are 
3,000 of these German aircraft as against 1.900 
British. It Is not only that, for Germany has 
at least twice the rate of output; one estimate 
says the monthly output of machines in the 
Reich is three times as great as that in Great 
Britain. That means the latter country must 
at least double her effort for the creation of 
air power. 

Mr. J. L. Garvin, writing in The Observer, 
says: “For the defensive, needless to say, we 
must be equipped and organised to the full, 
realizing that months of terrific conflict in this 
country might pass before -the mortal danger 
was Anally mastered. Experts believe that our 
resources for resistance would be of formidable 
effect against the strongest opponent. We can 
only make rapid mention of anti-aircraft guns; 
balloon barrages—dreaded by assailants in the 
air;> the part played by lighting planes against ' 
bombers; smoke screens; the extension of culti¬ 
vation and distribution of storage to ensure | 
food supply through the fateful months; the [ 
enrollment and instruction from now forward 
of the ijhole adult population, so that every 
man andrwoman may know his or her duty and 
be competent to perform it. . . . The defensive 
by itself never can be a sure deptndence against 
downfall. Nothing can be enough, but that 
sufficient capacity for attack as well as for 
resistance, which nothing whatever can provide 
but air parity in the biggest sense. We need it, 
first of all, for its deterrent effect in‘the in¬ 
terests of peace. If we had it today and tt)e 
whole world knew we had it, peace would be 
twice as secure as it is. We need Parity for any 
sufficient presumption of success in war. We 
need it to support and encourage our allies, to 
increase their number by creating confidence 
in thf outcome, and to restrain waverers from 
unfriendly action.’’ **

8hd is less able now than at any previous period 
since the Oreat War to carry on armament 
construction for the Dominions or a foreign 
Power. 

Mr. Ian Mackenzie is engaged in a continuous 
apology because the Dominion is not doing what 
it should be doing In the matter of defence. He 
says, for instance, that the chief obstacles to 
making Canada self-sufficient in relation to 
armaments are the difficulties in producing 
armor-piercing shells, heavy calibre guns and 
modern high-angle mountings to increase the 
range of guns. Surely thi^ is a matter of ar¬ 
rangement by the Dominion Government. Since 
It increased appropriations for defence it should 
have foreseen and overcome all difficulties In 
the way of carrying its programme into effect. 

In saying that Canada cannot do this, that 
or the other thing to carry out the Govern¬ 
ment's purposes Mr. Mackenzie is criticizing 
himself. It is his duty to undertake only what 
can be accomplished. He has been in his present 
office for several years, long enough if he had 
exercised the necessary vision to insure that 
the Dominion is self-sufficient for her arma¬ 
ment needs.

DEAN INGE, THE RUSTIC MORALIST 


A minister of the Gospel who retires from the 
active service of the pulpit to And congenial 
employment in writing unofficial discourses in 
the newspapers, addresses a wider and perhaps 
more critical, though not necessarily less 
friendly, audience than formerly. Released from 
official conventions and the restraints of pro¬ 
fessional tradition, hs Is now. In a position to 
express his settled convictions on a great variety 
ef subjects, to speak from a personal point of 
view, to dot the i’s and cross the t’s of his 
private beliefs. If he can learn to use the 
direct and non-technlcal language of every-day 
intercourse, he may be able to reveal himself 
more intimately to his fellow-men. Of course, 
as a “columnist’’ he must be prepared for criti¬ 
cism. 

The former Dean of St. Paul's, Dr. W. R. Inge, 
with his long experience of writing for the 
public, has always been admired lor his “out¬ 
spoken essays." Lately this distinguished au¬ 
thority has collected In a book entitled “A 
Rustic Moralist" a number of newspaper pieces 
which exhibit the same calm indifference to 
criticism that characterized his earlier writings. 
One of these is a discourse upon “Religion and 
Conduct.'’ He comments on the fact that when 
we think of having business dealings with a 
man of whom we know little we are not likely 
to inquire about his religious beliefs. The stand¬ 
ards of business honesty are high as a general 
thing. The Dean goes so far as to say that they 
are sometimes too high for a few fanatical re¬ 
ligionists who have not become emancipated 
from the idea that the end justifles the means 
in serving denominational interests, but surely 
that sort of thing must be very rare. The 
average churchgoer in middle life has heard an 
average of Afty discourses on religion and con¬ 
duct per annum. At Afty he has listened with 
fair attention and Intelligence to about two 
thousand lectures, and it seems unlikely that 
he could be so unintelligent as to misunderstand 
the principles of his religion. 

On the whole, however, the Dean is of opinion 
that there is a sound substratum of religious 
good sense in his fellow-countrymen. They are 
certainly not irreligious. The typical English¬ 
man who is not a Communist believes in kind¬ 
ness and practices it He dislikes hypocrisy, 
hard-heartedness, and calculating worldllness, 
ths three things which Christ also most con¬ 
demned. Englishmen are certainly not anti- 
religious. There is much political hatred of 
religion in some Continental countries, but 
Christianity stands aloof from political quarrels. 
Christianity is revolutionary ,of course, but not 
n a political sense. 

Dr Inge has long been dissatisfied with what 
he calls the prevailing trend of modem philos¬ 
oph y. -the spirit of which he describes as anti- 

InteUectuaL He dislikes the pragmatism of 


The late Viscount Esher, whose memoirs have 
Just been published, once said: “I wish some 
young and enterprising journalist would under¬ 
take a collection of all the war speeches and 
prophecies from Lloyd George down to Reping- 
ton, and from time to time confront the prophets 
with their own diet*. Memories are so short 
that the public go on gaping at the conjurors 
as if their tricks were miracles." The’ process 
would do no good. Politicians and prophets 
generally are opportunists in thought, and they 
just say what they think will Impress ths people 
at the moment, and particularly, In the case of 
politicians, what will get them votes. As to he 
accuracy of predictions they can have no knowl¬ 
edge, but that Is a point that the public never 
consider. They like to be the victims of con¬ 
jurors with words.

Thus the 
easily digested foods—meat*, eggs, 
fat, sugar and starches—do not leave 
enough rough or fibrous waste to 
stimulate bowel action so that foods 
with hard or fibrous waste In them 
—fruit* vegetables and cereals— 
must be eaten to prevent constipa¬ 
tion. 

Nervous, high strung individuals, 
with a tendency to stomach or in¬ 
testinal ulcer, must, of course, avoid 
these rough food* and. if unable to 
exercise, may need a laxative as 
prescribed by their physician.

Ceylon 
and the Dutch East Indies were also 
found to be suitable for the cultiva¬ 
tion of tea and the plantations 
flourished lor many years until it 
was found that “event* which de¬ 
stroyed nations and broke down the 
system of exchange and barter in 
all business struck the tea industry 
with force.” 

After investigation the growers of 
India. Ceylon and the Dutch East 
Indies agreed to ask their govern¬ 
ment* to control exports for a 
period of five years and this move 
proved to be a stepping ston- to the 
final organization which has been 
set up In London and which has 
been in operation for a little more 
than twelve months, and known as 
the International Tea Market Ex¬ 
pansion Board.
